This while 
rinot objected to. by officials, is calmly 
rather ignored and the several wide open 
holes .through which disappear millions 
Its to costs of the service fail to hard- 
Jy get a -mention. Of course Canada does 
much better than we do and with just 


. 
os .cheap postage and even cheaper pos- 
tage for the press, yet manages to re- 
,coive a handsome revenue, every year 
,from its postofficc. This is accomplished 
Ay the simple expedient of not paying 
jinore for services rendered than do pri- 
rvatc citizens or business concerns. Its 
(department has no politics in it what- 
ever and. there arc no thousands of offi- 
cials overpaid with others underpaid. At 
any rate Canada has no postoffice de- 
ficit and gives oven lower rates than we 
•Ao. . 
. There arc leaks in our service, leaks to 
which seemingly little attention is paid, 
jffhe franking leak is one source that gets 
off with scant reference, although there 
are official reports made that show up 
what a monster leech this is on the scr 
vice. Another leak is that of the seed 
graft and an article from Colliers' Week- 
ly which remains uncontradictcd because 
it seems to be true., is of rauch inter- 
est as showing-to what extent this free 
seed graft is carried and showing that 
not one of the various congressmen al- 
leging to be HO devoted to the cause of 
reform, say not one word or propose a 
remedy. 
Thin is because nil are tarred 


by, the same official stick and all partici- 
pate in tho official graft. 
This article 


explains one cause of tne postal deficit 
Riid is as follows: 


One Cause of the Postal Deficit. 


"Young Mr. Charles A. Korbly, who is 


Serving his first term as congressman 
from the Seventh Indiana district, could 
just as well have contributed to the pos- 
tal deficit by sending two elephants to 
his constituents as by franking a few 
million flower and vegetable seeds. On 
.January 8 Mr. Korbly sent 15,000 pack- 
ages of seeds addressed to 2103 North 
•Capitol Avenue, Indianapolis, which is 
the congressman's home. It required 45 
mail sack), each sack weighing about 75 
pounds, to carry these seeds. The post- 
office received no payment for this ser- 
i-ice of transportation; 12,000 more pack- 
ages of seeds went in the same manner 
to Mr, Korbly's home u few dnys later. 
These packages will again be distributed 
'by mail', (at no cost to young Mr. Korb- 
ly, and with no revenue, hut at large 
expense, to the Postofficc 
department) 


from Indianapolis, to the voters of Mar- 
ion county, Indiana. Every congressman 
i* allowed to send out 20,000 packages of 
vegetable seeds and 2,000 packages of 
flower seeds. This means 3,600 sacks or 
270,000 pounds of seeds pn which postage 
is 8 cents a pound to the ordinary citi- 
zen of the United States. The seed pack- 
ages average 150 pounds per 1,000 pack- 
mges. Therefore, it would cost any busi- 
ness house or private individual $144,000 
to mail the seeds that congressmen can 
Bend through the mails 'for nothing.' Mr. 
Korbly's 70 sacks weighed about 3,300 
pounds, which at 8 cents a pound, would 
cost $264. ia postage. If he is a strenu- 
oils seed distributor, however, and 
he 


would seem to be, he may borrow enough 
from some other congressman to double 
hid own portion, as many congressmen 
living in large cities do not use their 
allotments of se«d." 


If these seeds benefited any single in- 


dividual it might be costly, but it could 
be pointed to with pride. Any of these 
Seed packages can be bought at any gro- 
cery, or seed store in the season at five 
cents per. Tho flower seeds may be a 
Jittlc. different, but not many constitu- 
' 
ents of our congressmen and senators 
ever remember to get any of these when 


. they so desired. 


The real, legitimate work of the agri- 


cultural bureau" of course lias nothing to 
do with this seed congressional and sena- 
torial graft. 
By the way, does any one 


recall ever having reoeived any of the 
senatorial seed graft? • The seed graft, 
the franking graft, by which political 
documents are went by the millions in 
campaigns, the printing graft by which 


: 
hundreds of columns of the Congressional 
Record are taken up with speeches de- 


"for 'circulation 'affecting .various 


interests, by the leave to print process, 
need considerable curtailing if deficits 
arc to be wiped out. But meanwhile why 
wipe out at the expense of legitimate in- 
terests and at the expense of intelli- 
gence J Then why not carefully look at 
the expenditure side of the postal matter 
and is not this a factor in the case?

POSTAL BANKS 


The discussions over the postal bank 


savings bill in progress, do not disclose 
very antagonistic opposition to such a 
measure, but with objections being made 
by both Cummins and Heyburn to an 
oversight being made as to securing de- 
posits. Both these men argue and with 
entire propriety that some definite guard 
should be in the measure by which tho 
aggregation of deposits shall be avoided. 
This looks to an effective provision that 
shall in some manner deprive the east- 
ern wizards of the use of the mountains 
of money that will surely aggregate in 
eastern centers and notably that of New 
York. 


Like numerous other things platforms 


declare for, this postal bonk feature was 
declared for a8 a proposition, not as to 
details. These details presumably were 
to be thrashed out ju»^ as they are now 
being dissected. So while the principal 
meets with the acceptance of people yet 
it is up to congress to so require as to 
details that it not be so construed mil- 
lions of dollars deposited i>y the people

home and thus aggravate instead of al- 
leviate. It is true the government will 
stand behind every dollar deposited, for 
every bank holding such deposit gives an 
ample guarantee. But this is all right 
as far as it goes and in the government 
being guaranteed and depositors in turn 
guaranteed by government; 'yet the peo- 
ple are justly entitled to another form 
of guarantee, this being their millions 
shall not flow to eastern cities, there to 
he utilized by great financial interests. 
This measure of safety called for, in 
truth demanded, is no opposition in the 
least to the postal savings bank, but a 
precautionary measure that will prevent 
the people from being injured. .One rem- 
edy proposed is that banks receiving such 
deposits shall at all times retain such 
deposits, thus-assuring ..will be utilized 
for local u«cs. 


Senators Heyburn and Cummins should 


receive assistance not 
hindrance. The 


country is ready for a postal bank sys- 
tem, but such should cer|(ainly be one in 
which their interests are most carefully 
protected.in every way.. Better none at 
all than one defective, and but one more 
powerful weapon high finance may util- 
ize for its own aggrandizement and ma- 
nipulation of things financial. The mere 
name of the thing i« but sounding brass 
unless protective guards accompany. Bet- 
ter none at all than without. 


LIVE STOCK STATISTICS 


Despite the decrease in cattle and hogs 


the'value for .1010 was much in excess 
of that for the year before, the increase 
in cattle having -been $33,699,000 and in 
hogs $81.800,000. The falling off in num- 
ber of cattle reported was 2,241,000 and 
of hogs 5,780,000.' Sheep increased in 
number by 1,132,000, but value affected 
but little either"~way. All through the 
live stock column increased values are 
.reported^ The increased value per head 
of horses for 1809 was $12.50, of mules 
$12.00, of milch cows '$3.43, of other cat: 
tie $1.92, of sheep 65c, and of. hogs $2.59. 
In the country on January 1st the gov- 
ernment reports show there were 47,- 
782,000 hogs, 21,800,000 cows, other cat- 
tle 47,,170,000, sheep 57,218,000. 
This 


compares as follows with previous years: 
1909, hogs 54,147,000; cows 21,720,000, 
•other cattle 49,370,000, sheep 56,084,000. 
In 1907 there were ;of hogs 54,794,000, of 
'cows 20,068,000, of other cattle 51,560,- 
'000, and. of sheep 53,240,000. Going back 
to 1905 'We find there were of hogs 47,- 
321,000, of cows 13,572,000, of other cat- 
tle • 43,669,000, of sheep 45,170,000. Still 
further back to 1902, we find of hogs 
48,699,000, of cows 10,697,000, of 
other 


cattle 44,728,000, of sheep G2j039,000. 


In looking over these figures contrast- 


ing with seven years ago or in 1902, is 
contrasted thus: Hogs in 1902, 48,699,- 
000: 
hogs in 1910, 47,732,000, a decrease 


of 917,000. 


Cows in 1902, 16,697,000; cows in 1910, 


21,800,000, an increase of 5,103,000. 


Other cattle in 1902,. 44,728,000, and in 


1910, 47,270,000, an increase ot 2,551,000. 


Sheep.in 1902, 02,639,000, and in 1910, 


57,218,000, a loss of 4,821,001. 


These figures give a net iccrensc of 


1,916,000 in live stock and do not prove 
te.il the contentions of meat packers. The 
great increase in meat prices' of late 
years certainly from official figures are 
unjustifiable. 
It is fair to give changes 


as between this Jan. 1st and that of a 
year ago. 
The increase in horses were 


400,000; increase in mules, 70,000; in- 
crease in milch cows, 81,000; decrease in 
other cattle, 2,100,000; increase in sheep, 
1,132,000, and decrease in hogs, 0,365,000. 
If the increase in hogs has been more 
indicated by actual figures, the increase 
would have been mostly in the 
year 


past, and so with cattle, but the increase 
has been steadily marked- upwards for 


decade. As a fact as has been shown, 


^thore was' on Jan. 1st just 9)9,000 less 
hogs than in the same month of 1902. 
Prices from figures given by the depart- 
ment would certainly seem to have been 
manipulated. 


The department reports give the to- 


tal value of norscs, mules, cows, other 
cattle and hogs on Jan. 1st at $5,138,- 
486,000, this being compared with that 
of $4,525,259,000 same date a year ago. 
The decrease being shown 
as 
having 


been 13.6,per cent. For the year the in- 
creases in value reported was as fol- 
lows: Horses $303,311,000, 
mules $57,- 


1013.000, milch cows 
$77,363.000, 
other 


cattle .$.-)3.699,000, sheep $41,032,000, hogs 
$75,809,000. 


H would appear if communities are 


paying such high prices as living costs 
relating -to meats, 
that 
our 
farmer 


friends have received a liberal share of 
the enforced contributions of the people. 
This being the case the matter is not 
quitn as bad as 'appears, since any in- 
creases paid farmers has gone back to 
the general welfare being so 
largely 


scattered, while the gains to concentrat- 
ed meat industries going in fewer hands 
than by farm have enriched individuals 
rather. 


Further investigations may be pur- 


sued by the government a* a 
conse- 


quence of the prevailing interest in in- 
creased 
living costs, and analysis be 


made showing methods of distribution 
and how distributed, and if better meth- 
ods can be employed to insure cheaper 
meat prices to the consumers. 


To be fair however, as to the figures, 


packers and farmers will insist a bel- 
ter showing as to gains and losses would 
be to compare ns to increase of popula- 
tion since 1902. Compared in this man- 
ner it would be asserted the decreases 
were even more marked and increases 
should have been more. Is the owner 
of live stock receiving his just 
dues 


from buying agencies, and is tlic packer 
charging more than he should?

FOOD BOYCOTTS AND VALUES 


Tho food boycott running its course 


through the country is so soon dropping 
trouble and dissatisfaction in its train. 
It must be very plain that whatever the 
cause of higher prices .there must be 
many receiving the benefits of .such and 
therefore ablp to pay the higher prices of 
products other than what they produced. 
It is also denied with apparent justifia-

even as high as 100 per cent from that 
of fifteen or twenty years ago, and in 
sonic instances more, while increases of 
forty to seventy per cent are common. 
So looking over the fie]d it would cer- 
tainly seem as if to use an old expres- 
sion,'all hands and the cook have par- 
ticipated. But modern conditions named 
trusts- and corporative form, arc clearly 
guilty 
of tonsidcrablc increased, 
and 


guilty because statistics show their pow- 
er of naming and fixing prices. These 
conditions ore f factor and that such do 
unfairly control is due very considerably 
tn the negligence, or indifference of au- 
thorities. However 'irade combines are 
not all responsible but sufficiently so to 
justify a larger degree of interest than 
Im.i been shown. 


The senseless boycott will later on be 


seen as senseless. Of all the remedies 
this is the least promising of that desir- 
ed success. This success cannot obstruct 
natural causes and reasons, but it rony 
seriously nffect temporarily the present 
power of monopolies and unfair trusta 
in whatever form such may be. Already 
fnrmers are crying out against the meat 
boycott, a boycott in no wise injuring 
the packers, hut is injuring the meat 
home interests. In some localities this 
is taking form and reprisals may be nat- 
urally looked for.

the explosion of a miner's lamp is

pliance of the law requiring reports, com- 
panies still continuing policies in the 
state, but doing no new business may 
avoid making any reports. It would 
seem that; companies withdrawing be- 
cause of complex laws, but necessarily 
retaining old policy holders, would be 
immune from making reports and filling 
requirements. The court does not decide 
as to constitutionality nnd the inference 
is that had the law made the penalty 
clear, all reports would have to be made. 


A half of American school children do 


not remain for graduation in the dis- 
trict schools, said the director of child- 
ren's hygiene in the Russell Sage foun- 
dation school.
